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EXHIBITION AT BIRMINGHAM OF SAMPLES OF 
GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN GOODS 
FROM ABROAD. 


The collection of samples of German and Austrian goods which 
has been shown in a number of industrial centres will be exhibited 
in the Town Hall, Birmingham, from to-morrow (Friday) until 
Thursday, 29th June. 

The Exhibition will be open each day from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
Invitations have been issued by the Board of Trade working in con- 
junction with the Bir mingham Chamber of Commerce, and manu- 
facturers and export merchants who have not yet received invitations 
should make application at once to the Chamber of Commerce. 


The collection of samples has been made principally in oversea 
markets by H.M. Commercial Attachés, Consuls, and Trade Com- 
missioners in practically all parts of the world to which German 
and Austrian goods were exported. Many additions to the collection 
have recently been made and there are now about 8,000 samples of 
goods of great variety representing the following trades and in- 
dustries :—

persons or bodies of persons, incorporated or unincorporated, resident, 
carrying on business, or being in the United Kingdom from trading 
with any of the persons or bodies of persons mentioned in the List 
contained in the said Proclamation : 

And whereas by Section one, sub-section two, of the said Act, if is 
provided that any List of persons and bodies of persons, incorporated 
or unincorporated, with whom such trading is prohibited by a 
Proclamation under the said Act may be varied or added to by an 
Order made by the Lords of the Council on the recommendation of a 
Secretary of State, such List as so varied or added to being in the 
said Proclamation referred to as the “ Statutory List” 

And whereas the List contained in the said Proclamation has 
been varied and added to by subsequent Orders of Council : 

And whereas His Majesty was pleased by a Proclamation, dated 
the 26th day of April, 1916, and entitled ‘“‘ The Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, 1916, No. 2,” to amend the 
said Proclamation dated the 29th day of February, 1916, tn certain 
particulars : 

And whereas His Majesty was pleased by a Proclamation, dated the 
23rd day of May, 1916, and entitled “The Trading with the Enemy 
(Statutory List) Proclamation, 1916, No. 3,”* to revoke the said 
Proclamation dated the 29th day of February, 1916, with the varia- 
tions and additions made to the List therein contained by subsequent 
Orders of Council, and also the said Proclamation dated the 26th day 
of April, 1916, and to order that the Proclamation now in recital 
should be substituted therefor: 

And whereas by an Order of Council, dated the 2nd day of June, 
1916, the List contained in the aforesaid Proclamation, dated the 
23rd day of May, 1916, was varied and added to:

* Nore (1).—Under the Trading with the Enemy Proclamations 
of 25th June and 10th November, 1915, all Proclamations relating to 
Trading with the Enemy apply to all persons or bodies of persons 
of enemy nationality, resident or carrying on business in Persia, 
Morocco or Portuguese Kast Africa, and consequently it is an offence 
to trade with any person or body of persons of enemy nationality, 
resident or carrying on business in Persia, Morocco or Portuguese 
East Africa, even though such person or body of persons is not 
included by name in the above List, and the omission of the name of 
any such person or body of persons from such List is not an authority 
or licence to trade with such person or body of persons. 

Note (2).—Where a firm named in the List has more than one 
branch in the same country, all branches in that country are held to 
be included in the List, even in cases where no address, or of several 
addresses one only is specifically mentioned. 

Note (3).—The List for each country is sent by telegraph to His 
Majesty’s Representative in that country, who will notify British 
Consular Officers, to whom persons abroad should apply for informa- 
tion as to names on the List; but firms in the United Kingdom with 
branches abroad are advised to furnish such branches with copies of 
the Statutory List. 

The Foreign Trade Department is prepared on application to in- 
quire of His Majesty’s Representatives abroad for the names of 
substitutes for any firm on the Statutory List. When the applicant 
wishes this done by telegraph he must undertake to pay the cost of 
the telegraphic correspondence. 





EXPORTS OF CERTAIN MANUFACTURED 
ARTICLES. 


The Director of the War Trade Department announces that he has 
had under consideration the question of allowing the export without 
licence of manufactured articles with a small constituent part of steel 
containing chrome, nickel, cobalt, or vanadium. It has now been 
decided that such manufactured articles may be exported without 
licence on production of a certificate from the Cutlers’ Company (or 
an approved Chamber of Commerce) to the effect that the weight of 
steel containing the prohibited alloy does not represent more than 
10 per cent. of the total weight of the whole manufucturcd article. 
This decision is, of course, subject to the manufactured article not 
being otherwise prohibited. 
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A similar concession cannot be allowed in respect of manufactured 
articles with a small constituent part of steel containing tungsten or 
molybdenum, eacept that the Customs have been authorised to allow 
all manufactured articles not containing more than 5 per cent. of steel, 
and not otherwise prohibited, to proceed without licence. (C. 18,580.)

EXPORTS TO DENMARK. 
Notice to Exporters and Others. 


The following announcement has been issued by the Board of 
Customs and Excise: 

1. The Board of Customs and Excise hereby give notice that not- 
withstanding the second paragraph of the notice issued by them on 
the 23rd March, 1916,* relative to goods for Denmark other than 
goods exported under the authority of a Privy Council L‘cence, a 
guarantee from the Danish Chamber of Manufacturers or the 
Merchants’ Guild of Copenhagen will be accepted on and after the 
19th June, 1916, as covering shipment by instalments of such goods, 
provided that the exporter has first complied with the requirements 
set forth in paragraph 2 of the present notice. 

2. Any exporter who desires to ship such goods by two or more 
instalments under one and the same guarantee, or who desires to 
provide against the possibility that part of such goods may be 
unavoidably shut out from the ship by which they were to have been 
conveyed, must (either by himself or by his agent) duly fill up and 
present to the proper Officer of Customs and Excise, at the time of 
making entry before shipment, the special form 8S. 47B provided for 
the purpose, copies of which may be obtained on personal application 
at any Custom House. 

3. Exporters who elect to avail themselves of the facilities afforded 
by paragraph 2 of the present notice will be required to lodge the 
guarantee with the proper Officer of Customs and Excise at the 
Custom House at the prospective port of shipment on the first 
occasion of making entry for any of the goods to which the guarantee 
relates. A fresh form 8S. 47B, duly filled up and signed, must be 
presented by the exporter or his agent on every subsequent occasion 
of making entry for such goods. 

4. Exporters who do not elect to avail themselves of the facilities 
afforded by paragraph 2 of the present notice will be required to 
obtain and produce a fresh guarantee in respect of any of the goods 
covered by the original guarantee which are not actually shipped on 
the first occasion of making entry for any of such goods.

TRADING WITH THE ENEMY AMENDMENT 
ACT, 1916. 


Enemy Businesses to be Wound-up,

PURCHASE AND SALE OF BRITISH AND IRISH 
WOOL. 


The following notification has been issued by the War Office : 
1. With reference to the Army Council Order of 8th June, 1916, 
prohibiting the purchase and sale of British and Irish wool of the 
1916 clip, enquiries have been made by representatives of the trade 
as to the position of raw skins and skin wools under the Order. 
The Army Council therefore desire to make the following 
announcement :— 
(1) No restriction is intended to be placed on the purchase and 
sale of raw sheep-skins. 
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(2) It is not desired to restrict the purchase and sale of skin 
wool pulled prior to the date of the Order. 

(3) Skin wool pulled after the date of the Order is subject to 
the embargo. 

General permission is therefore given to buy, sell or deal in (1) 
raw sheep-skins, and (2) skin wool pulled prior to 8th June, 1916. 

2. The Army Council have arrangements under consideration for 
purchasing the whole of the 1916 clip. In consequence, the usual 
Provincial auction sales will not be held.

PARCEL POST TO RUSSIA. 


The Postmaster-General announces that in consequence of the 
restrictions which have been placed upon the use of the port of 
Archangel, it is not practicable to resume the despatch of parcel 
mails to Russia by the Archangel route. Accordingly, as from 
20th June, parcels will again be accepted for transmission by post 
to Russia-in-Kurope vid Canada and Japan at the rates of postage 
shown in the relative entry at page 818 of the Post Office Guide. 

Licences issued by the Privy Council authorising the exportation 
of goods by parcel post to Russia vid Archangel may be utilised 
without amendment for the route to Russia vi@ Canada and Japan, 
provided that the licence is still valid.

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NOTICE TO COMPANIES, MUNICIPAL AUTHORI- 
TIES, AND BANKERS AS TO TRANSFERS OF 
STOCKS, ETC. 


The Controller of the Foreign Trade Department desires to call the 
attention of all companies, municipal authorities and bankers, who 
keep registers or branch or local registers of any annuities, debenture 
stocks, debentures, stocks. shares or securities, to the provisions of 
the Trading with the Enemy Proclamation of 9th September, 1914 
(which under Section 1 of the Trading with the Enemy Act, 1914, 
has statutory force), whereby all transactions with an enemy in stocks, 
shares or other securities are made illegal: and to the provisions of 
Section 8 of the Trading with the Knemy Amendment Act of 
1914, which forbids entries in such registers of any transfer of any 
securities therein registered, inscribed or standing in the name of 
any enemy, except by leave of a Court of competent jurisdiction or 
of the Board of Trade. 

These enactments are by the Trading with the Enemy Amendment 
Act, 1915, Section 5, and the Trading with the Enemy (Extension of 
Powers) Act, 1915, extended to all persons who are enemies or 
treated as enemies under any Proclamation relating to Trading with 
the Enemy for the time being in force, and to all persons whose 
names appear on the Statutory List issued under the provisions of 
the latter Act. 

Moreover, by the Trading with the Enemy Amendment Act, 1916, 
Section 10. no company shall take any cognizance of or otherwise 
act upon any notice of any transfer of any securities made to or 
for the benefit of an enemy subject except by leave of a Court of 
competent jurisdiction or of the Board of Trade. 

All companies, municipal authorities and bankers are accordingly 
required betore registering or allowing any transfer of any annuities, 
debenture stock, debentures, stocks, shares or other securities to ob- 
tain from both the transferor and the transferee or from the brokers 
acting for them in the transfer or from a solicitor or banker on their 
behalf declarations in the form or to the effect of the declarations 
following :— 

1.—Form of Declaration by Transferor. 


I/We hereby declare that I am not (no one of us is) a person 
resident or carrying on business in any country at war with Great 
Britain, or treated as an enemy under any Proclamation relating to 
Trading with the Enemy, or mentioned, or a member of a body of 
persons mentioned, in the Statutory List under the Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, 1916, No. 3, and that the 
within written transfer (enclosed herewith) is not made by me/us on 
behalf of any such person as aforesaid. 


2.—Form of Declaration by Transferee. 


I We hereby declare that I am not (no one of us is) a person 
resident or carrying on busmess in any country at war with Great 
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Britain, or treated as an enemy under any Proclamation relating to 
Trading with the Enemy, or mentioned, or a member of a body of 
persons mentioned, in the Statutory List under the Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, 1916, No. 3, or an enemy 
subject within the meaning of the ‘Trading with the Enemy Amend- 
ment Act, 1916, and that the within written transfer (enclosed 
herewith) is not made to me/us for the benefit of any such person as 


aforesaid. 





These forms may be adapted to meet the case where the declaration 
is made by a broker, solicitor or banker on behalf of the transferor or 


transferee. 





WAR TIME PROFITS TAX IN AUSTRALIA: 


Proposed Commonwealth Legislation. 


The Sydney office of H.M. Trade Commissioner for Australia has 
forwarded an extract from the Sydney ‘‘ Daily Telegraph” of 10th 
May, containing a report of the Budget speech made by the Common- 
wealth Treasurer to the House of Representatives on 9th May, from 
which the following extract is taken :— 

The Government has decided to ask Parliament to pass a Bill for 
the taxation of war-time profits. ‘This Bill is intended to tax not 
only the profits of those trades and businesses dealing in munitions 
of war, but also trades and businesses which are enjoying extra profits 
during the war period. ‘The tax will be at the rate of 50 per cent. 

It is not proposed to make the Bill retrospective so far as the last 
financial year is concerned, but it is desired that the Bill shall enable 
a tax to be collected on excess profits accruing after 30th June, 1915, 

The Act will apply to all trades or businesses of any description 
carried on in the Commonwealth of Australia, or owned or carried on 
in any other place by persons ordinarily resident in the Common- 
wealth of Australia; but will exempt trades or businesses carried on 
by a municipal corporation or other local governing body; or by a 
public authority ; or by a society registered under a Friendly Societies’ 
Act of the Commonwealth, or a State, and not carried on for pecuniary 
profits ; or by a religious, charitable, or public educational institution. 

Agriculture within the Commonwealth will be exempted, and offices 
and employments; also any profession, the profits of which are depen- 
dent mainly on the personal qualifications of the person by whom the 
profession is carried on; but the Act will apply to the business of any 
person taking commission; and of any agent of any description not 
being a commercial traveller or any agent whose remuneration con- 
sists of a fixed sum not dependent on the amount of business done. 

An exemption will also be allowed to the extent of the sum of 
£200 excess profits in one year. (C.1.B, 23,218.) 
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ECONOMIC CONFERENCE OF THE ALLIES. 


Recommendations of the Conference at Paris. 


The following announcement has been issued by the Board of 
Trade : —- 

The Representatives of the Allied Governments have met at Paris 
under the Presidency of M. Clémentel, Minister of Commerce, on 
14th, 15th, 16th and 17th June, 1916, for the purpose of fulfilling the 
mandate given to them by the Paris Conference of 28th March, 1916, 
of giving practical expression to their solidarity of views and interests, 
and of proposing to their respective Governments the appropriate 
measures for realising this solidarity. 

They declare that, after forcing upon them the military contest in 
spite of all their efforts to avoid the conflict, the Empires of Central 
Europe are to-day preparing, in concert with their Allies, for a 
contest on the economic plane, which will not only survive the 
re-establishment of peace, but will at that moment attain its full 
scope and intensity. 

They cannot therefore conceal from themselves that the agreements 
which are being prepared for this purpose hetween their enemies 
have the obvious object of establishing the domination of the latter 
over the production and the markets of the whole world and of 
imposing on other countries an intolerable yoke. 

In face of so grave a peril the Representatives of the Allied 
Governments consider that it has become their duty, on grounds of 
necessary and legitimate defence, to adopt and realise trom now 
onward all the measures requisite on the one hand to secure for 
themselves and for the whole of the markets of neutral countries full 
economic independence and respect for sound commercial practice, 
and on the other hand to facilitate the organisation on a permanent 
basis of their economic alliance. _ 

For this purpose the Representatives of the Allied Governments 
have decided to submit for the approval of those Governments the 
following resolutions :— 


Measures for the War Period. 


I.—The laws and regulations prohibiting trading with the enemy 
shall be brought into accord. 
For this purpose :-— 

A.—The Allies will prohibit their own subjects and citizens and 
all persons residing in their territories from carrying on any 
trade with— ° 

. The inhabitants of enemy countries whatever their nation- 
ality. 

. Enemy subjects wherever resident. 

. Persons, firms and companies whose business is controlled 
wholly or partially by enemy subjects or is subject to 
enemy influence and whose names are included in a 
special list. 

B.—They will prohibit the importation into their territories of 

all goods originating in or coming from enemy countries. 


—"

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C.—They will devise means of establishing a system enabling 
contracts entered into with enemy subjects and injurious to 
national interests to be cancelled unconditionally. 

II.—Business undertakings owned or operated by enemy subjects 
in the territories of the Allies will all be sequestrated or placed under 
control ; measures will be taken for the purpose of winding up some 
of these undertakings and of realising their assets, the proceeds of 
such realisation remaining sequestrated or under control. 

II[.—In addition to the export prohibitions which are necessitated 
by the internal situation of each of the Allied countries, the Allies 
will complete the measures already taken for the restriction of enemy 
supplies, both in the mother countries and in the Dominions, 
Colonies and Protectorates :— 

1. By unifying the lists of contraband and of export prohibition, 
and particularly by prohibiting the export of all commodities 
declared absolute or conditional contraband ; 

2. By making the grant of licences’ for export to neutral 
countries from which export to enemy territories might 
take place conditional upon the existence in such countries 
of control organisations approved by the Allies; or, in the 
absence of such organisations, upon special guarantees such 
as the limitation of the quantities exported, supervision by 
Allied consular officers, etc. 


Transitory Measures for the Period of Commercial, Industrial, Agri- 
cultural and Maritime Reconstruction of the Allied Countries, 


I.—The Allies declare their common determination to ensure the 
re-establishment of the countries suffering from acts of destruction, 
spoliation and unjust requisition, and decide to join in devising 
means to secure the restoration to those countries, as a prior claim, 
of their raw materials, industrial and agricultural plant, stock and 
mercantile fleet, or to assist them to re-equip themselves in these 
respects. 

Il.— Whereas the war has put an end to all the treaties of commerce 
between the Allies and the Enemy Powers, and whereas it is of 
essential importance that, during the period of economic reconstruc- 
tion which will follow the cessation of hostilities, the liberty of none 
of the Allies should be hampered by any claim put forward by the 
Enemy Powers to most-favoured-nation treatment, the Allies agree 
that the benefit of this treatment shall not be granted to those 
Powers during a number of years to be fixed by mutual agreement 
among themselves. 

During this number of years the Allies undertake to assure to each 
other so far as possible compensatory outlets for trade in case conse- 
quences detrimental to their commerce result from the application 
of the undertaking referred to in the preceding paragraph. 

III.—The Allies declare themselves agreed to conserve for the 
Allied countries, before all others, their natural resources during the 
whole period of commercial, industrial, agricultural and maritime 
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reconstruction, and for this purpose they undertake to establish special 
arrangements to facilitate the interchange of these resources. 

IV.—In order to defend their commerce, their industry, their 
agriculture and their navigation against economic aggression resulting 
from damping or any other mode of unfair competition the Allies 
decide to fix by agreement a period of time during which the com- 
merce of the Enemy Powers shall be submitted to special treatment 
and the goods originating in their countries shall be subjected either 
to prohibitions or to a special régime of an effective character. 

The Allies will determine by agreement through diplomatic chan- 
nels the special conditions to be imposed during the above-mentioned 
period on the ships of the Enemy Powers. 

V.— The Allies will devise the measures to be taken jointly or 
severally for preventing enemy subjects from exercising, in their 
territories, certain industries or professions which concern national 
defence or economic independence. 


Permanent Measures of Mutual Assistance and Collaboration 
among the Allies, 


I.—The Allies decide to take the necessary steps without delay to 
render themselves independent of the enemy countries in so far as 
regards the raw materials and manufactured articles essential to the 
normal development of their economic activities. 

These measures should be directed to assuring the independence 
of the Allies not only so far as concerns their sources of supply, but 
also as regards their financial, commercial and maritime organisation. 

The Allies will adopt such measures as may seem to them most 
suitable for the carrying out of this resolution, according to the 
nature of the commodities and having regard to the principles which 
govern their economic policy. 

They may, for example, have recourse either to enterprises sub- 
sidised, directed or controlled by the Governments themselves, or to 
the grant of financial assistance for the encouragement of scientific 
and technical research and the development of national industries and 
resources ; to customs duties or prohibitions of a temporary or per- 
manent character; or to a combination of these different methods. 

Whatever may be the methods adopted, the object aimed at by the 
Allies is to increase production within their territories as a whole to 
a sufficient extent to enable them to maintain and develop their 
economic position and independence in relation to enemy countries. 

Ii.—In order to permit the interchange of their products, the 
Allies undertake to adopt measures for facilitating their mutual trade 
relations both by the establishment of direct and rapid land and sea 
transport services at low rates, and by the extension and improve- 
ment of postal, telegraphic and other communications. 

Ill.—The Allies undertake to convene a meeting of technical 
delegates to draw up measures for the assimilation, so far as may be 
possible, of their laws governing patents, indications of origin and 
trade marks,

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In regard to patents, trade marks and literary and artistic copy- 
right which have come into existence during the war in enemy 
countries, the Allies wili adopt, so far as possible, an identical pro- 
cedure, to be applied as soon as hostilities cease. 

This procedure will be elaborated by the technical delegates of the 


Alhies. 





Whereas for the purposes of their common defence against the 
enemy the Allied Power's have agreed to adopt a common economic 
policy, on the lines Jaid down in the Resolutions which have been 
passed, and whereas it is recognised that the effectiveness of this 
policy depends absolutely upon these Resolutions being put into 
operation forthwith, the Representatives of the Allied Governments 
undertake to recommend their respective Governments to take with- 
out delay all the measures, whether temporary or permanent, requisite 
for giving full and complete effect to this policy forthwith, and to 
communicate to each other the decisions arrived at to attain that 


object. 





UNITED KINGDOM TRADE WITH AUSTRALIA. 
Visit of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 


In accordance with the practice that has been established for 
H.M. Trade Commissioners in the British Self-Governing Dominions 
to visit the United Kingdom officially from time to time, so that 
manufacturers and merchants may have the opportunity of consulting 
them on any matters connected with their business, or of obtaining 
information as to the possibilities of extending their trade, H.M. 
Trade Commissioner for Australia (Mr. G. T. Milne) is in this country, 
and has already interviewed a number of firms at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade and at the Chambers of 
Commerce in London, Bristol, Cardiff, Birmingham, Wolverhampton, 
Walsall, Coventry, Leicester, Nottingham, Derby, Stoke, Dublin, 
Liverpool, Manchester, Sheffield, Huddersfield, Leeds, Bradford, 
Newcastle and Edinburgh. Mr. Milne is continuing his tour to other 
trade and industrial centres in Scotland which have been decided 
upon as most advantageous to visit in view of the applications 
that have been received from firms in or near those centres and from 
the Chambers of Commerce. He attends the Dunfermline Chamber 
of Commerce to-day (22nd June) and, thereafter, will finish his tour 
by attending the Chambers of Commerce at Dundee and Glasgow.

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LABOUR MARKET IN THE UNITED KINGDOM 
IN MAY. 


According to the June issue of the ‘ Board of Trade Labour 
Gazette,”* employment in May continued at a very high level in all 
the industries directly affected by the requirements of the Forces; 
in other industries it was good on the whole. ‘The calling to the 
colours of men of military age accentuated the shortage of labour, 
and the substitution of women requires to be carried out to a much 
greater degree than has hitherto been accomplished. 

Compared with a year ago, despite the substitution of women, 
there was a decline in the number of persons employed, but for those 
still in industry employment was better. 

Employment at coal, iron and shale mines was very good. Lead 
mines continued busy, and employment was fair generally in the 
quarrying industry. At tin mines it was quiet. 

The’ blast furnaces in the pig-iron industry were somewhat 
hampered by the difficulties of obtaining supplies, but employment 
was still good ; at iron and steel works it was very good. LKngineer- 
ing shops and shipyards continued to work at high pressure, and 
much overtime was reported. There was a reduction in the number 
of tinplate and steel sheet mills at work, but most of the other metal 
trades were very busy, with considerable overtime. 

The shortage of male labour in the cotton trade was partly met by 
the further substitution of women, and employment on the whole 
showed little change. It continued very good in the woollen, worsted 
and hosiery trades, and good in the bleaching, dyeing and finishing 
trades. Employment was fairly good in the silk trade, and fair in 
the carpet trade. In the linen trade it was quiet in Ireland, but 
fairly good in Scotland. ‘he jute industry was still affected by a 
dispute at Dundee, while in the lace trade some short time was 
caused by a shortage of certain classes of labour. 

The boot and shoe trade was exceptionally busy. Employment in 
the leather trades was good, except in some branches of the saddlery 
and harness trades at Walsall, which remained quiet. There was a 
further seasonal improvement in the bespoke tailoring and dress- 
making trades. It continued good with corset makers, and fairly 
good in ready-made tailoring and with mantle, blouse and costume 
makers. Employment with silk bat makers was bad ; in the felt hat 
trade there were practically no unemployed, but short time was 
worked. 

There was a further improvement with brickmakers, and the men 
still remaining in the building trades were well employed. Employ- 
ment in the cement trades was good and better than in April. In 
the furnishing trades it was fairly good; the other woodworking 
trades were well employed. 

There was a further slight decline in the printing trades, but 
employment continued good with bookbinders, and some overtime 
was reported. It was also good with paper makers. 

The glass and pottery trades were well employed. The food pre- 
paration trades showed some decline, but employment was still good, 
and much overtime was worked. The substitution of women for men

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in agriculture continued ; in England and Wales generally good pro- 
gress was made in farm work, but in Scotland it was hindered by 
bad weather. 

Kmployment with dock labourers continued fair generally, but was 
slack at some of the Hast Coast ports. ‘The supply of seamen for 
mercantile ships was nearly equal to the demand, 





TRADE OF SHASHI (CHINA) IN 1915. 


The Acting British Consul at Ichang reports as follows on the 
trade of Shasi in 1915 :— 

While the trade of Shasi in 1915 presented no special features, 
there was a satisfactory increase in native exports of local origin, 
and when the cotton industry is properly developed this branch of 
the trade will expand still further. At present the British steamship 
companies will not handle cotton, both on account of its bulk and 
of the danger from fire, but if properly cleaned and pressed the 
exportation of this commodity would undoubtedly be diverted from 
junks to steamers. 

The total net value of the trade of Shasi in 1915 was £588,967, as 
compared with £594,862 in 1914 and £663,432 in 1913. Imports 
from foreign countries last year were valued at £395,762 and the value 
of native imports amounted to £38,872. The relative figures for 1914 
were £414,889 and £61,958, and for 1913 £480,892 and £47,145 
respectively. Exports of local origin (practically all to Chinese ports) 
were valued at £154,333 in 1915, as compared with £118,015 in 1914 
and £135,397 in 1918. 

The value of the direct import trade with foreign countries fell from 
£26,492 in 1914 to £11,503 in 1915, of which £10,343 worth was 
imported from Hong Kong and £29 worth from the United Kingdom, 
these two amounts representing the value of the direct import trade 
of Shasi with the British Empire. 

Among the items of import trade to show an increase were 
white shirtings, dyed cottons, cotton flannel, handkerchiefs, and 
Japanese cotton yarn. Sumatra oil also re-appeared amongst the 
imports, although it can never be a very serious competitor with the 
American product. 

Among exports the steady increase in the exportation of raw cotton 
is noteworthy, the quantity exported in 1915 being 40,629 piculs, as 
compared with 30,429 piculs in 1914 and 14,994 piculs in 1913. 
Sesamum seed, vegetable tallow and wood oil all maintained satis- 
factory figures. 

The return of shipping entered and cleared at the port of Shasi in 
1915 shows 960 vessels with a tonnage of 816,958 tons as compared 
with 1,032 vessels with a tonnage of 892,926 tons, in 1914. Japanese 
shipping suffered slightly from the boycott and British shipping 
benefited to a certain extent, but Chinese shipping was the greatest 
gainer. ‘The values of the cargo carried by the vessels of the four 
nations concerned in the carrying trade of the port in 1915 were: 
Japan, £248,803; United Kingdom, £228,910; China, £122,840; 
and United States, £23,874.

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TRADE EXPANSION IN NEW ZEALAND. 
Report for 1915 of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 


Mr. W. G. Wickham, lately H.M. Trade Commissioner in New 
Zealand, now H.M. Trade Commissioner in South Africa, in his 
Report* for 1915 on the trade of New Zealand states that, speaking 
generally, the year was one of overwhelming prosperity for the 
Dominion. The local drought referred to in the last annual report 
came to an end in the autumn in every district, except South 
Canterbury. The cost of production of the staple exports of the 
Dominion had not been materially increased by the war, while all 
the more important products had been maintained at price levels, 
which have in many cases multiplied profits many-fold. This fact is 
obvious from the most superficial study of the export statistics—the 
quantities of meat, wool and dairy produce exported being about 
normal, while the values are greater by as much as 20 or even 30 per 
cent. 

Trade with the United Kingdom. 

Imports from the United Kingdom have declined somewhat 
seriously. In the early days of the war the primary difficulty 
experienced was in securing the shipment of goods owing to 
congestion on the British railways and at the docks. With the 
gradual organisation of munition making, prohibition of export, and 
increase of prices in the United Kingdom, the decline has become 
more and more pronounced. Imports from Germany in previous 
years have been about £1,000,000, and from this source, as well as 
from Austria-Hungary, Turkey, and also from our French Allies, 
practically nothing has reached New Zealand during 1915. On the 
other hand, the war has effectively stimulated trade with America 
and Japan. From the former, travellers in search of business and 
offering new agencies have come to New Zealand in unusual numbers. 

So far as British manufacturers are at present precluded from 
competition the facts of the situation as they present themselves 
must be faced and the best done to minimise future loss. The 
facts, however, must be faced, and, so far as possible, made known. 
Some importers have transferred their custom to foreign countries in 
a purely commercial spirit, buying their requirements from the most 
obvious and cheapest available source. Others again have done so 
from sheer necessity and with the utmost reluctance. In either case 
they have made the acquaintance of new suppliers and have at least 
temporarily severed old connections and substituted new ones. The 
leeway which wil] have to be made up after the war before British 
manufacturers can get back even to their normal pre-war share of the 
trade in the Dominion will be serious, and it behoves them to do all 
in their power now to minimise this. Mr. Wickham lays emphasis on 
the following points :-— 

1. Those firms who are occupied entirely with munition making 
and are entirely preeluded from exporting should, so far as 
possible, make this fact known to their customers in New 
Zealand, not only to importers but to consumers.

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2. ‘Those whose goods are still available, but whose prices are 
seriously enhanced, should take care to give ample explan- 
ation of the reasons. Unreasonable buyers and trade 
rivals between them have done much mischief already in 
explaining advances in prices as “ extortion,” “ trading on 
the patriotism of the Dominion,” etc., and it is a matter of 
importance that manufacturers should give the actual facts 
in as much detail as possible, e.g., the actual advance in 
price of raw material, number of staff enlisted, increased 
freights, war taxation, and so on. Buyers do not always 
realise without being told the connection between, say, war 
prices of spelter, fencing wire, copper tube, brass, etc., and 
the prices of the manufactured article which they import. 
And further, few people not directly connected with 
military supplies realise in the least the multiplicity and 
variety of things required for the army and navy. 

3. All firms who are partly or entirely cut off from their 
market must realise that, if they wish to save themselves 
future effort, they must spend more, rather than less, in 
keeping their name before the public by way of advertise- 
ment. 

Necessity for Trade Catalogues. 


There has been a small but welcome increase in the number of trade 
catalogues filed for reference in the Trade Commissioner’s Office, but 
the total number on file is still absurdly small. At least two-thirds of 
the manufacturers who are doing direct trade with the Dominion 
have never troubled to send their catalogues. Mr. Wickham’s 
attention has been called to the fact that it is apt to embarrass agents 
if catalogues are available for inspection elsewhere than in their 
hands. ‘This is an important point and it should be admitted at once 
that considerable discretion is called for in the use of a catalogue 
library. It should be borne in mind, however, that while it is no 
part of a Trade Commissioner’s duties to do business on behalf 
of individual manufacturers or sell their goods, it is highly desirable 
that he should know what manufacturers make any specified article. 
For this purpose it is entirely unnecessary that any manufacturer who 
has an accessible agent in the Dominion should give his prices to the 
Trade Commissioner. But, on the other hand, it 2s essential that he 
should give the Trade Commissioner full particulars of what goods he 
makes in order that these may be indexed for reference in case of 
enquiries ; and further, the name of the agent should be given in 
order that the Trade Commissioner may refer enquiries to him. 
Firms not represented by local agents should give tull information 
with their catalogues if they wish them to be of use. Jt may be 
explained further that visitors to the Trade Commissioner's Office at 
Wellington have not direct access to the catalogue files, and that 
catalogues are shown only to bond jide enquirers. The Trade Com- 
missioner would, at any time, welcome suggestions as to the 
adequate safeguarding of catalogues against improper use, and 
would be glad to restrict the use or display of catalogues sent ot 
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him, or suppress the prices indicated therein, if manufacturers 
would instruct him as to their wishes in these respects. All manu- 
facturers, on the other hand, should send him their catalogues to be 
indexed, and all manufacturers should make a point of keeping him 
posted as to their agency arrangements, or, if they have no agents, 
with their methods of sale to the Dominion. 

Mr. Wickham’s Report refers, among other matters, to the pro- 
posed formation of an Association of Chambers of Commerce ; parcel 
post and mail order business; exchange bank rates; the suggested 
development of an Industrial and Commercial Department of the New 
Zealand Government, ; mail steamers ; and public works. 

A Supplementary Report is also included on the Trade Returns of 
the Dominion for 1914, which were published after the Report for 
that year. ‘These returns, for the first time, show the “ Countries of 
Origin” of the goods imported. The Supplementary Report gives a 
detailed analysis of the import statistics for that year, and specifies 
the various classes of goods in which British manufacturers have to 
meet competition, and also of those in which they have opportunities 
of capturing what was hitherto “‘enemy trade.” 





PATENTS, DESIGNS, TRADE MARKS AND COPYRIGHT IN 
SOUTH AFRICA. 
New Consolidating and Amending Act. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner in South Africa (Mr. W. G. Wickham) 
has forwarded a copy of the ‘** Union of South Africa Government 
Gazette Extraordinary ” of 15th April, which contains the text of an 
Act (No. 9 of 1916) to consolidate and amend the Laws in South 
Africa relating to the granting of letters patent for inventions and 
for the registration of patents (Chapter I.), designs (Chapter IT.), 
trade marks (Chapter III.), and copyright (Chapter IV.). 

Any Chapter of this Act will come into operation on such date as 
may be fixed by the Governor-General ; different dates for the several 
Chapters may be fixed. 

The offices of the Registrar of Patents, Designs, Trade Marks and 
Copyright will be established at Pretoria.

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THE WAR AND SOUTH AFRICAN TRADE. 
Review of the Trade of South Africa in 1915. 


The following particulars of the trade of South Africa in 1915 are 
taken from the ‘“‘ Tenth Annual Statement of the Trade and Shipping 
of the Union of South Africa and of Southern and ‘Northern 
Rhodesia in 1915,” issued by the Department of Customs and Excise 
at Pretoria :— 

As the war progresses and the deranged conditions of oversea 
markets and of shipping continue, a statistical survey of the trade 
situation becomes a little more difficult and perplexing. Comparisons 
have to some extent lost their value—though not their interest—and 
may easily mislead if made or accepted without due reservation. Yet 
at no period in the annals of South Africa has greater importance 
attached to the question of the commercial relationship of the Union 
with other countries. Not only does the war bring prominently to 
the fore the extent and significance of South Africa's reliance upon, 
and uninterrupted intercourse with, the outside world, but it compels 
attention to the problems which will assuredly follow in its wake. In 
so doing, it calls for the closer investigation of resources, and suggests 
renewed efforts to promote the output of raw material, foodstuffs and 
all those products which have a legitimate expectation of sucessfully 
competing abroad, or of satisfying home requirements. Comprehension 
of the meaning or ultimate effects of the novel factors operating in 
and disturbing the commerce of to-day must necessarily be very 
imperfect ; but it is not difficult to foresee an eager demand at a not 
distant date for commodities which South Africa should be in a 
position to supply. 

South Africa has not exparienced in as full measure as might have 
been expected the effects of those varied and far-reaching disturbances 
resulting from a state of war. The protection of the trade routes has 
been of infinite importance, and it is clear that the shortage of tonnage 
and the frequent holding-up of sea-borne traffic, while responsible 
for a good deal of inconvenience, have not imposed any conspicuous 
hardships upon the community at large. 


Shipping. 

In considering the general position, the part played by shipping 
must constantly be held in view. It would indeed be fruitless 
to attempt any estimate of the effect which want of cargo space 
—especially for goods of great bulk—and scarcity of labour and 
material, have had upon imports into South Africa. Except for the 
closing of certain European markets, it might almost be said that 
such matters as increases, decreases, and relegation of traffic to new 
quarters, have been resolved into a question of transport. As far, at 
least, as South Africa is concerned the demand for goods has been 
exceedingly well maintained, though in a large number of instances 
orders could not be executed. 

Excluding coastwise movements, the number of vessels which 
entered Union ports in 1915- was 1,100 with a net registered tonnage 
of 3,323,215 tons, as compared with 1,513 vessels with a tonnage of 
5,046,922 tons in 1914, and 1,598 vessels with a tonnage of 
5,949,621 tons in 1913. 
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The number of vessels which cleared from Union ports in 1915 was 
1,121 with a net registered tonnage of 3,355,882 tons, as compared with 
1,478 vessels with a tonnage of 4,914,661 tons in 1914, and 1,577 
vessels with a tonnage of 5,277,324 tons in 1913. A consideration 
of these figures will make clear the effects of the freightage difficulties 
to which decreases in trade are due. 

The preparation of statistics of arrivals from, and departures to, 
individual places oversea was discontinued some years ago. But in 
view of the increase in the value of merchandise exchanged with the 
United States of America, particulars have been specially taken from 
shipping documents which show that the number of vessels arriving 
from the United States during 1915 was 87, with a _ total 
registered tonnage of 263,817 tons, as compared with 112 vessels in 
1913 the tonnage of which amounted to 342,932 tons. The number 
of vessels cleared for the United States in 1915 was 34 (tonnage 
92,389 tons), as compared with 4 in 1913 (tonnage 11,389 tons). 
A considerable quantity of American produce came, however, by 
way of Canadian ports, and the documents show that the arrivals 
from Canada totalled 24 in 1915 as against 15 in 1913. 


Import Trade. 


The grand total value of imports into the Union of South Africa 
during the year ended 3lst December, 1915, was £33,833,542 as 
compared with £36,391,861 in 1914. Ordinary merchandise 
imported in 1915 amounted in value to £29,208,899 as compared 
with £3] 322,590 in the preceding year. 

The following table shows the value of the principal classes of 
imports into the Union of South Africa in 1915 as compared with the 
two preceding years :—

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Attention may usefully be directed to one or two leading facts 
emerging upon examination of the final figures for the year. 


Firstly it is noted that the total value of the imports of foodstuffs 
and liquors has increased, as compared with 1914 when trade was 
normal for the greater part of the year. Amongst the items contri- 
buting to the increase were wheat, whisky and confectionery. The 
rise in the price of wheat is well reflected by the figures, which 
show that although 227,000,000 Ibs. of wheat were imported in 
1914, valued at £766,000, the quantity imported in 1915 was 
217,000,000 lbs. valued at £989,000. 


The decline in imports of jlowr from 184,000,000 lbs., valued 
at £608,000, in 1914 to 72,000,000 lbs., valued at £455,000, in 
1915 was due to the increased activity of local mills. 

The value of imports of whisky increased from £239,000 in 1914 
to £274,000 in 1915; as far as can be ascertained this increase was 
mainly caused by the anticipation of an increased duty. 

‘There has been a large increase in the consumption of confectionery 
in South Africa since the war began, and a credible explanation 
appears to be that there is a pronounced preference for this, during 
the war, as a form of comfort or treat. The value of imports of 
confectionery in 1915 was £333,000 as compared with £256,000 
in 1914. 

The output of South African butter greatly increased during 1915, 
ani the decrease in the imports of this commodity and such articles as 
eggs, fresh meat, milk, cheese and sugar are unmistakable signs of 
the prosperous condition of local industries engaged in their pro- 
duction. 

‘The value of imports of sugar declined from £270,000 in 1914 to 
£115,000 in 1915. 

It should be noted that the total value of articles of food and 
drink imported in 1915 would have been less than the value in 1914 
had it not been for increased prices occasioned by the war. The 
remarks above upon wheat are corroborative of this. 

The value of imports of foods from the United States of America 
in 1915 amounted to £990,720, as compared with £311,974 in 1914, 
and this increase was accounted for mostly by imports of wheat. An 
increase in respect of imports from India was also largely due to the 
imports of wheat, upon a considerable scale for the first time, 
from that source. 

A decrease in imports of motor vehicles in 1915 was probably 
due as much to the difficulty of obtaining supplies as to any large 
falling-off in the demand. The displacement of the cheaper makes 
of German sewing machines in 1915 was evidenced by the smaller 
number of machines imported at a higher total value. Imports 
of woollen piece goods showed a large increase in value, which is 
accounted for by local contracts for the supply of uniforms. 

Decreases in the imports of several other articles, other than food- 
stuffs, give further indication of the flourishing state of industries in 
South Africa. Amongst these are candles, soap and cement. 'A 
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comparison of last year’s totals with the quantities imported in 1906 
and_1913 is interesting :—

The outpat of the few cement companies in the Union is now very 
considerable, amounting to millions of bags annually. Soap and 
candle factories have almost ousted the oversea produce. 

Increased imports from the United States of America.—There was a 
remarkable increase in 1915 in the value of imports into South 
Africa from the United States. The following statement shows the 
value of imports during the four half-yearly periods of 1914 and 
1915 :—

Export Trade. 

The grand total value of exports (exclusive of gold bullion) 
from the Union in 1915 was £16,859,373, as compared with 
£40,223,283 (including gold bullion) in 1914, of which amounts 
South African produce accounted for £15,028,154 in the former year, 
as compared with £38,000,000 in the latter. 

Particulars of the export of raw gold from South Africa will not be 
made known until the cessation of hostilities. Reports published in 
reference to the output during 1915 remove any doubt as to the 
successful progress of the industry responsible for so large a percentage 
of the total export value of the trade of South Africa, and the ability 
of the mines to keep up the supply is of the greatest national value. 


Though exports of diamonds and feathers in the first five months of 


1915 showed a considerable improvement over the totals for the first 
five months of the war period, there is little prospect of their figuring 
to any important extent in the returns for some time to come. 
Deducting the total value of these three products from the totals, it is 
found that the value of South Africa produce (chiefly agricultural) 
exported in 1915 amounted to £12,608,244—representing an increase 
of £1,512,770 over 1914, and being the highest value reached in 


any year. 
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The exports of maize in 1915 reached the highest total 
recorded for six years, namely, 298,765,234 lbs., as compared with 
220,049,605 Ibs. in 1914, 25,395,515 Ibs. in 1913,* and 192,776,446 
lbs. in 1912. It will thus be seen that the closing of the German 
market for maize did not prevent an increase in exports of that cereal. 
Practically the whole of the export was in response to orders within 
the British Empire. The potentialities of maize production in the 
Union are enormous. There should be no occasion to import the 
various descriptions of maize products introduced annually. Tinned 
sugar corn, for instance, coming from Canada and the United States 
of America, might usefully be manufactured in South Africa. 

Exports of sheep’s wool in 1915 amounted to 170,003,173 Ibs., 
valued at £5,380,031, and exceeded both in quantity and value 
any previous annual export except the record totals for 1913, to 
which they very closely approximated. Large quantities were taken 
by the United States, which took the place of Germany as the pur- 
chaser next in importance to the United Kingdom. 

A larger number of sheepskins were exported in 1915 than in any 
former year. Exports of catile hides and sheep and goat skins were 

valued at £1,668,410 in 1915, as compared with £1,567,493 in 
1914, and £2,010,484 in 1913. 

he Union ex ported 4,236,968 lbs. of blasting compounds during 
last year; the highest figure reached in any other year was the total 
for 1913 of 1,057,450 lbs. The reason for the large increase is that 
supplies from Germany for Australia ceased, and South Africa was 
able to relieve the factories of the United Kingdom by undertaking 
the supply. 

There was an important increase in exports of asbestos, namely, 
6,180,000 lbs., valued at £44,500, as compared with 2,614,000 !bs., 
valued at £19,300, in 1914; the demand for asbestos is increasing. 
The United Kingdom has been taking larger quantities from South 
Africa than Germany during recent years, reversing the former 
position. It is probable that an additional market for South African 
asbestos could be found in Japan.

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EXPORTS TO SWITZERLAND. 
Conditions under which certain Goods may be exported. 


With reference to the announcements which appeared on p. 460 of 
the “ Board of Prade Journal” of 18th November, 1915, and on p. 
857 of the issue of 23rd March, 1916, the Director of the War Trade 
Department desires to draw attention to the following list of articles 
in respect of which licences for exports to Switzerland are only granted 
if the goods are consigned to the Société Suisse de Surveillance 
Economique for account of the ultimate consignees. 


The articles printed in italic type will be allowed to benefit under 
the special scheme for small parcels, the details of which were 
published in the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 23rd March, 1916; 
in these cases, licences may at the discretion of the War Trade 
Department be issued on application without the production of a 
certificate from the Société, in respect of parcels up to 11 lbs in 
weight by postal service and up to 22 lbs. in weight by non-postal 
service, provided that they are despatched by the special route 
stipulated. 


In the case of all articles not printed in italic type, the production 
of a certificate from the Société Suisse de Surveillance Economique

‘They have also been authorised to permit 
under licence, shipments of lac in normal quantities to the usual 
consignees in neutral countries outside Europe. Applications for 
licences to export lac to neutral countries in Europe should, however, 
be submitted to the Government of India through the Collector of 
Customs at the port of shipment.

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
information to the effect that, in virtue of an 
Imperial Decree of the 13th/26th May which was 
promulgated in the ‘ Bulletin of Laws” of Petro- 
grad for the 14th/27th May, excise duty (in addition to Customs 
duty) is to be levied on tobacco imported into Russia at the following 
rates :— 

(a) On the goods designated in sub-section 2 of No. 21 of the 
General Tariff for EKuropean ‘Trade (except tobacco ground 
for snuff), 2.e. on tobacco cut for smoking, and all kinds of 
tobacco in rolls, coils or carrots: 3 roubles per funt. 

(6) On cigars: 8 roubles 90 cop. per thousand. 

(c) On cigarettes and on cut tobacco enveloped in leaves: 3 
roubles 50 cop, per thousand. (C. 19.070.)

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CANADA. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Toronto (Mr. F. W. Fielc) 
Canal Traffic reports that the completion last year of a new and 
in 1915 deep lock on the United States side of the Sault 
Ste. Marie Canal, opposite Sault Ste. Marie, 
has materially changed traffic channels. According to the Official 
Report on Canal Statistics issued by the Department of Railways 
and Canals at Ottawa, the traffic through Canadian canals last year 
decreased by 589 per cent. as compared with 1914. In 1914, the 
canal traffic totalled 37,023,237 tons, and in 1915, 15,198,803 tons, 
the United States lock improvement being responsible for 91 per cent. 
of the decrease in Canadian canal traffic. Of the decline of 19,848,227 
tons at the Sault Ste. Marie gateway 1,049,241 tons attached to 
Canadian traffic, and 18,798,986 tons to United States traffic; or 5°1 
in the former case and 949 in the latter. The decrease in both 
Canadian and United States traffic was largely in the nature of a 
diversion to the United States canal at Sault Ste. Marie. The cause 
of this diversion was the availability of a new lock on the United 
States side, which has a much larger capacity than the lock on the 
Canadian side. 

There are now three locks on the United States side of the St. 
Mary’s River, the last to be opened having a depth of 24°5 feet at 
extreme low water. There is but one lock on the Canadian side, 
with a minimum depth of 18°25 feet. The practicability of carrying 
a heavier load through the new United States lock drew away nearly 
all the iron ore trade and a good deal of wheat from the Canadian 
canal. 

For many years, the choice of either the United States or the 
Canadian canal at Sault Ste. Marie has turned upon the judgment 
of steamer captains at the moment when lockages were desired. 
Now, the deeper water in the United States lock is attracting the 
majority of steamers carrying Canadian products from the head of 
Lake Superior. (C.1.B. 23,189.)

‘The increase in the case of the 
latter service is from 15 to 20 per cent.; in that of the former it 
varies between 10 and 30 per cent., according to the nature of the 
goods. It was understood that the freight rate by the Australian line 
would also be raised.

A 
statement was presented to the Dominions Royal Commission in 
April, 1914, showing that, of the fifty-eight Companies then pro- 
ducing on the Witwatersrand, by the end of 1924 only 33 would 
be working, by the end of 1934 only 20 would be working, by 
the end of 1944 only 11 would be working, and by the end of 
1949 only 8 would be working. Since that date two new pro- 
ducers have entered the list, but at present there is only one 
developing mine, so that for many years to come there will be only 

this one addition to the list.

A further point is that practically all the more promising ground 
available for new mines contains the reef at great depths. This 
delays arrival at the producing stage, and with reef at a depth of from 
3,000 to 4,000 feet, five to six years must elapse before that stage is 
reached, even when the circumstances are favourable and nothing 
untoward happens. If there is a delay of several years before any 
new lease is arranged, this period must be added to that already 
mentioned, thereby still further increasing the time that must elapse 
before any new producer can come into the field to assist in counter- 
balancing the decline due to the exhaustion of the present producing 
mines. 

Consideration of these circumstances points to the urgency of 
amending the law regarding the leasing of mining rights direct from 
the Government so as to facilitate the opening up of this new area. 
Its great importance to the Union will be appreciated from the data 
given above, and from the further calculation that if only one-half of 
the 73,988 claims in this area, not held by producing companies, 
and containing reef at a depth of less than 5,000 feet, prove 
remunerative, after a deduction of 60 per cent. for non-productive 
zones, and taking other factors into consideration, it will yield gold 
to the value of approximately £450,000,000. (C.L.B. 22.154.) 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


H.M. Consul-General in Chicago (Mr. H. D. Nugent) reports that 

1,731 tons (of 2,000 lbs.) of asbestos of domestic 

Asbestos Deposits. production was marketed in the United States 

in 1915, as compared with 1,247 tons in 1914. 

There is an active demand for asbestos at the present time, and the 

shortage resulting from the embargo on shipments of asbestos from 

Canada to the United States has caused enquiries to be made as to 
whether a supply is available in United States asbestos deposits. 

According to the United States Geological Survey, there was a 
great increase in the production of high-grade asbestos in Arizona in 
1915, and in both Arizona and Georgia the output can be increased. 
Vermont has a mine which was productive some years ago and may 
again become a valuable source of supply. Virginia in 1905 and 
1906 produced a small quantity of low grade asbestos. 

Much interest has been evinced in reported asbestos deposits in the 
Casper Mountain and other regions in Wyoming. Mills have been 
erected, but there has been no commercial production as yet. 

In the Kamiah region of Idaho large deposits of asbestos 
exist. Asbestos, generally of a low-grade, has been produced in 
California. (C. 18,276.)

The crop is estimated at about 4,600,000 cantars,as compared with 
6,373,000 cantars in the preceding season; but the higher general 
prices both for cotton and seed, coupled with an increased cultivation 
of the more valuable Sakellarides variety, has given an increased 
value of about £E.3,000,000 to the grower, viz., £H21,500,000 as 
against £14.18/19,000,000 in the 1914-15 season. Prices throughout 
the season were favourable with a continued advincing tendency 
till the end of February, by which time practically all growers had 
disposed of their crops. The Government’s decision to limit the area 
under cotton cultivation in 1915 was the chief reason for the 
reduction in the size of the crop.

The number of bills of exchange discounted this year amounted to a 
total of 1,369,493 roubles, compared with 1,994,813 roubles in 1915 
and 3,577,688 roubles in 1914. The Imperial Bank of Russia 
discounted bills at the following rates: 3 months at 6 per cent., 6 
months at 64 per cent., 9 months at 7 per cent., and 12 months at 
8 per cent. The actual sales recorded at the Fair reached a total 
of 13,490,000 roubles as against 13,125,000 roubles in 1915. 

The sales of Asiatic-Siberian goods amounted to 7,879,000 roubles. 
This amount was principally made up as follows: pelts, 5,509,000 
roubles; sheep and goat skins, 230,000 roubles; hogs’ bristles, 
620,000 roubles; and raw hides, various, 350,000 roubles. It is 
interesting to observe that cow hides fetched 15 roubles per poud, 
sheep and goat skins 1°35 roubles per poud and hogs’ bristles 150 
roubles per poud, as compared with 8 roubles, 1 rouble and 55 roubles, 
respectively, in 1915.

H.M. Consul-General at Chicago (Mr. H. D. Nugent) has forwarded 
an extract from ‘‘ Dun’s Review” (New York) of 
29th April, relative to the increase in the price 
of gloves in the United States of America. Scarcity 
of all kinds of raw material, an inadequate supply of labour, and a 
demand which has been showing steady expansion for more than 
a year, have combined to produce what is probably the most unusual 
situation ever experienced in the glove industry. Manufacturers are 
confronted with an unprecedentedly large volume of business, due to 
active retailing and the desire of retailers to provide for future 
requirements.

The favourable financial position of the people, as a whole, has 
provided them with great purchasing power and naturally stimulated 
the demand for many kinds of merchandise, but it is probable that 
few, if any, industries have been more strongly affected than the 
glove industry. All varieties of gloves are in request including 
leather, kid, silk, canvas, etc. and all producers are feeling the effect 
of the shortage of raw materiais, especially in the different kinds of 
glove leathers. 

The price of silk has risen to record heights, while prices of canvas, 
cottons, etc. have advanced sharply. ‘lhe cost of dyestuffs, even 
when they can be obtained, is almost prohibitive. With these 
factors, in view, together with the steady increase in demand, an era 
of high prices for gloves is imminent, especially as there is little 
prospect of the situation being relieved by imports of foreign-made 
goods. (C. 16,773.)

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (73, Basinghall Street, London, H.C.) is a centre at 
which information on all subjects of commercial interest is collected 
and classified in a form convenient for reference, and at which, so far 
as the interests of British trade permit, replies are given to enquiries 
by traders on commercial matters. As far as is possible, the Branch 
supplies, on personal or written application, information with regard 
to the following subjects: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to 
Tender and other openings for British trade; Lists of manufacturers 
at home and lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of 
business in different localities; Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and 
Customs Regulations; Commercial Statistics; Forms of Certificates 
of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers ; Sources 
of Supply, Prices, &c. of Trade Products; Shipping and Transport ; 
etc., etc. 

Samples of foreign competitive goods and commercial products 
which are received from abroad from time to time are exhibited at 
the offices of the Branch. 

The samples collected since the war began of goods of German and 
Austrian manufacture, which have been sold in British markets 
abroad and in certain foreign markets, have recently been exhibited 
at Sheffield and Liverpool; they will be exhibited at Birmingham 
from 23rd to 29th June, and later at Manchester and Bristol. See 
notice on pp. 782-3. 

The British Industries Fair, 1916, was held at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum, London, from 21st February to 3rd March. The 
Board of Trade have decided to hold another Fair in London next 
year (1917) from Monday, 26th February, to Friday, 9th March, 
inclusive.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 


Decision by the Umpire.

1549. Charwomen engaged in cleaning offices. 


Note.—Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
